I beg  to  present  my  9th  Annual  Report,  which  has 
been  arranged  in  accordance  with  Article  14  (3)  of  the 
Sanitary  Officers  Order  1926,  on  the  Public  Health  of  the 
District. 

There  have  been  no  major  epidemics  of  infectious 
disease. 

Work  in  connection  with  slum  clearance  is  now 
practically  completed,  although  there  are  still  tenants  in 
Clearance  Areas  in  the  Whitwell  parish  who  have  not  yet 
been  re-housed. 

Over  600  conversions  were  carried  out  during  the 
last  twelve  months. 

The  year  has  been  an  exceptionally  difficult  one  in 
many  respects,  and  calls  for  additional  efforts  on  the  part 
of  the  Staff  to  cope  with  matters,  have  in  all  cases  been 
willingly  responded  to  and  I take  this  opportunity  of  express- 
ing my  thanks  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  ambulance  services  provided  are  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  district  and  the  following  are  available  : — 

{a)  For  Infectious  Cases  : — 

Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  North-east  Derbyshire 
Isolation  Hospitals. 

(6)  For  Non-infectious  cases : — 

For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  the  Bolsover  Colliery 
Co.  have  an  Ambulance  at  Creswell,  which  can  be  used  for 
any  of  the  villages  in  the  Clown  Rural  District  by  the  pay- 
ment of  a small  fee.  The  Shireoaks  Colliery  Co.  have  also 
an  ambulance  at  Whitwell  which  can  be  used  if  necessary 
without  cost. 
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(c)  For  Maternity  Cases  : — 

The  above  ambulances  for  non-infectious  cases  are  also 
used  for  maternity  patients.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 
THE  AREA. 


No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  County  Council  in  pursuance 
of  Section  57  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  or  Section  307 
or  320  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  Manton  Colliery  water  which  supplies  this  area  continues 
to  give  satisfaction,  the  supply  is  abundant  and  the  quality  of  the 
water  is  good. 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  have  been  taken 
every  four  months  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  total  hardness  of  the  water,  however,  is  18.2  degrees  of 
8.4  is  temporary  and  9.8  permanent.  It  has  been  suggested  that 
the  water  should  be  softened  prior  to  distribution,  but  I do  not 
consider  this  is  advisable  owing  to  the  danger  of  pollution. 

A new  reservoir  has  been  completed  at  Barlborough,  the  old 
one  repaired  and  cleaned  and  an  extra  pump  installed  at  Hod- 
thorpe  for  emergencies. 

When  the  main  reservoir  at  Sparken  Hill  was  cleaned  out  the 
water  became  disturbed  and  four  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  not  very  satisfactory,  but  at  the  same  time  an 
excellent  sample  of  water  was  taken  from  Manton  Colliery.  Six 
weeks  after  the  reservoir  had  been  filled  four  further  samples  were 
taken  and  the  results  were  excellent. 

The  following  mains  have  been  extended  ; — 

60  yards  3in.  cast  iron  main  at  Mill  Lane,  Whitwell. 

64  yards  3in.  „ ,,  Skinner  Street,  Creswell. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  new  sewage  works  at  Clown  and  Hodthorpe  are  working 
satisfactorily. 

The  Whitwell  sewage  works  are  being  rapidl}^  modernised 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  work  will  be  completed  by  June,  1939.

The  whole  of  the  hamlet  of  Hodthorpe  in  the  Parish  of  Whit- 
well  has  now  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  ; Clown 
has  also  been  converted  with  the  exception  of  a few  areas  and 
these  should  be  completed  within  the  next  three  months. 


Public  Cleansing. 

During  the  year  the  freighters  have  covered  a distance  of 
17,994  I'l^iles  in  the  execution  of  their  duties  in  connection  with 
the  scavenging  of  the  district  and  removed  3,804  loads  of  refuse. 
No  extension  or  improvement  in  the  arrangements  were  made. 
These  were  the  same  as  previous  years  and  were  most  satisfactory. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

454  Visits  were  paid  to  shops  and  markets  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  his  staff. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  regarding  ventilation  and 
temperature,  but  one  workshop  was  asked  to  provide  a water- 
closet. 


Camping  Sites. 

No  licences  have  been  issued  by  this  Council  under  Section 
269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  no  sites  have  been  used 
for  camping  purposes  during  1938. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  this  heading  and  there  has 
been  no  need  for  any  co-operative  action  with  industry. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  district,  this  is  at  Cres- 
well  and  is  owned  by  the  Bolsover  Colliery  Co.  The  County 
Analyst  reports  that  the  water  is  satisfactory  as  a bath  water. 
The  water  is  filtered  and  aerated  by  means  of  plant  supplied  by 
United  Filters  and  Engineering  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  chlorine  is  then 
injected  by  means  of  the  Wallace  and  Tiernan  Injector. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.

To  free  infested  houses  from  bed  bugs,  the  rooms  are  first 
sprayed  with  formalin  and  then  fumigated  with  sulphur  di-oxide. 
If  the  houses  are  empty,  the  fumigation  is  carried  out  three  times 
in  21  days. 

All  houses  are  thoroughly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  ensure  that  the  belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin 
before  removal  to  Council  houses. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority.  Sulphur  di-oxide  gas  being  used. 

Tenants  of  Council  houses  are  visited  periodically  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  see  that  they  are  maintaining  a satisfactory 
standard  of  cleanliness. 


Schools. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools 
are  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

The  playground  at  Whitwell  Church  of  England  School  is 
still  in  a very  bad  state,  but  I am  informed  that  this  school  is  to  be 
handed  over  to  the  County  Council  shortly,  when  the  playground 
will  be  attended  to. 

Several  classrooms  have  been  disinfected  at  Clown  and  Cres- 
well,  but  no  schools  had  to  be  closed  for  infectious  disease.

Apart  from  a few  individual  unfit  houses,  the  Slum  Clearance 
programme  was  practically  completed  in  1937-  Altogether  101 
houses  in  22  clearance  areas  and  19  individual  unfit  houses  have 
been  dealt  with. 

The  re-housing  of  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas  in  the 
parishes  of  Whitwell  and  Clown  has  been  very  slow  and  disap- 
pointing. The  majority  of  the  tenants  have  found  other  accom- 
modation despite  the  fact  that  the  Council  decided  not  to  build 
more  houses,  apart  from  bungalows  for  aged  people,  in  these 
parishes. 


INSPECTION  & SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  74  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops  in  the  district 
and  162  visits  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff 
during  1938. 

6 Notices  were  served  and  abated  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Order,  1926. 

No  samples  were  taken  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  none  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

Two  cowsheds  were  remodelled  internally,  and  in  six  the 
lighting  and  ventilation  was  improved. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  33  slaughter  houses  and  all  except  one  are  licensed 
annually.  In  practically  every  case  regular  hours  of  slaughter  are 
in  operation  and  special  attention  is  given  to  occasional  slaughtering. 

454  Visits  were  paid  to  butchers  shops  and  markets. 

No  meat  marking  scheme  is  in  force  in  this  district. 

During  the  year  1,984  visits  were  made  to  slaughter  houses 
and  the  Bacon  Factory  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  carcases  of 
animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption. 

A careful  post-mortem  inspection  is  made  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  and  it  is  only  on  rare  occasions  that  it  is  possible  to 
make  an  ante  mortem  inspection  of  animals  intended  for  food.  The

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

Nutrition. 

During  Health  Week,  which  is  always  held  in  Derbyshire 
the  first  week  in  October,  talks  were  given  at  the  different  Schools, 
and  leaflets  and  pamphlets  distributed  by  the  County  Council  At 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  advice  was  given  on  diet, 
etc.,  particularly  on  the  diet  of  children. 

Shtll-fish  (Molluscan).

PREVALENCE  of,  and  CONTROL  over, 
INFECTIOUS  -AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  North  Derbyshire  Hospital  Board  serves  the  following 
districts  : — Bolsover,  Clay  Cross,  Dronfield,  Blackwell,  Chesterfield, 
Clown  and  Norton.  They  have  four  hospitals  which  serve  a 
population  of  164,763  (Census  1931)  and  these  are  situated  at 
Langwith,  Morton,  Mastin  Moor  and  Dronfield. 

In  my  opinion  the  fever  hospital  accommodation  at  the 
present  time  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  the  above 
mentioned  areas.  The  hospitals,  however,  work  in  co-operation 
with  each  other  and  the  accommodation  is  used  to  the  best 
advantage.  I understand  that  plans  are  being  made  to  increase 
the  accommodation  at  all  the  hospitals,  but  progress  is  very  slow 
and  the  need  is  urgent. 

Several  cases  had  to  be  sent  to  Lodge  Moor  Fever  Hospital, 
which  is  north  of  Sheffield  and  over  20  miles  from  this  district. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

21  cases  have  been  notified  and  of  these  17  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospitals. 

None  of  the  infection  was  spread  by  the  milk  supply. 


Diphtheria. 


27  notifications  were  received.  This  disease  was  most  pre- 
valent at  Clown  and  Creswell.  26  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 


Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  the  medical  practitioners  and 
in  all  cases  it  is  given  promptly. 

No  clinics  for  Schick  testing  and  immunization  have  been 
Started. 


Measles. 


The  disease  is  not  notifiable  in  this  area  and  no  local  action 
was  taken  with  regard  to  the  use  of  measle  serum  for  prophylaxis 
and  attenuation. 


Cerebral  Spinal  Meningitis. 

2 Notifications  were  received.  One  case  was  removed  to 
Sheffield  Royal  and  the  other  to  Lodge  Moor.  Both  were  under 
five  years  of  age.  No  source  of  infection  could  be  found,  the  cases 
being  apparently  idiopathic.  One  child  died. 
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Dysentery. 

Three  children  in  one  family  were  admitted  into  Chesterfield 
County  Hospital  from  Hodthorpe,  suffering  from  B,  Dysenteric 
(Flexner).  Careful  investigations  were  made  and  apparently  the 
cause  of  the  outbreak  was  due  to  eating  putrefied  oranges.  No 
further  cases  occurred. 

Poliomyelitis. 

2 Cases  were  notified  and  subsequently  removed  to  hospital. 
One  child  had  the  disease  in  a very  mild  form.  No  source  of 
infection  could  be  found 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  176  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treat- 
ment of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes. 

Tuberculosis.

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  ratio  of  non- notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuber- 
culosis deaths  is  1 to  9.  Only  one  death  from  Phthisis  occurred, 
which  had  not  previously  been  notified.
